The present School board 
hasnmt been working well. I thought they took a first step bringing in 
Ramon Cortines. However Tve seen two major mishaps. The first has to 
do with the physical deterioration of the schools， Tve inspected a half 
dozen schools and found leaky roofs，cracked playgrounds，buckling 所 oors， 
and loose asbestos fibers. The school superintendent estimated the Tepairs 
at $300 million。 However，Cortines asked the board to approve 3a $90 
million bond issue，because he thought that was all the board would give 
him. They approved it，but have put 让 o 作 because they couldnt come 
up with the $100,000 (for a political campaign) recommended by political 
consultants，who I felt they didn't need. Ithink it would have gone 
through like gangbusters，because people will pay for school repairs. Also 
the _ school board didn't get involved when City College said they could 
only accommodate one-half of the McAteer students. We keep electing 
them and the schools are getting messier and messier. As mayor I would 
move in on the problems. 

I absolutely don't support quotas of any sort. I Chinese walk of 储 with 
all our places at Lowell or UC (Berkeley) and all our jobs，more power to 
them，JIn other words，we need the best and the brightest，because that's 
What those Schools are Set up for. 


The real issue before us is 
how can we support an effective school administration in SE that gives 
every child the best educational opportunity they are capable of receiving.

The message got through. 

Atmy suggestion, Roy Aarons, Jribvwne 
>xecutive editor wrote Creators Syndicate. 
He told the syndicate that some TYribxne 
readers were offended by the- B.C. comic 
strips use of the word. 

Richard S. Newcombe，president and 
chief executive o 人 cer of Creators Syndi- 
cate，replied to Aarons and others who 
wrote him. Newcombe said,“Johnny Hart

How did the B.C. strip with the offen- 
sive term make it into print at the Tribzxmne， 
which has improved its sensitivity to racial 
and ethnic concerns in recent years? 

Simple. No one is assigned to pre- 
Screen comiics before they are published. 

Tve suggested we try to do it. 

Asian Americans can never be too 
secure about their place in America One 
can be lulled into thinking that everyone 
knows that Chinaman is an offensive term 
because we know its offensive. But its obvi- 
ous that my sense of reajlity isn'tgoing to be 
SoOmeone elses sense of reality， So along 
comes a 了 B.C. comic strip to remind us 一 
once again 一 of our vulnerability. 

TI can believe that Johnny Hart didn'ft 
know the word was offensive to Chinese 
Americans and other Asian Americans. 
That saddens me even more because it 
underscores our invisibility in American 


society. Hardly anyone outside ofthe Asian ， 


American community knows our history，- 


人 willing to bet that a fair number of 


Asian Americans don't know it either. 

Chinaman was the word used to label 
our forefathers and it wasn't said in akindly 
Or affectionate way. It was a segregating 
label. It was a slur. 

Thats why is still cuts so dee ， among 
us who know of the history，bigotry，and 
hatred behind it. 

And as Jeff Chan of San Francisco 
State University wrote last week in Asian 
Week“Harts cartoon repeats what is cer- 
tainly a stone-age attitude by placing the 
word 'Chinaman' in the context of "upside 
down，recalling the .most repugnant yet 
enduring elements of the stereotype that 
fnds China and the Chinese opposite， 
therefore amoral，inscrutable, alien? 

If nothing else，the protest letters to 
Johnny Hart and his syndicator educated 
them about a piece of American history. 

The B.C. strip ismt the only recent 
example ofthe word Chinaman being used. 
You may have noticed that Lawrence YepS 
one-act play currently running at the Asian 
American Theater Company in San Fran- 
cisco is called Pay the Cjunarman. 


The estimable A. M. Rosenthal, asso- 


ciate editor of the NewYprkTimes used the 
phrase“slinky Chinaman”in one of his 
recent columns，

School， working in Shanghai or

Chi Pai-shih's "Peonies" and 


"Yellow Loquats” are among the 
best examples of this decorative 
painting style，with vibrant .colors 
that was，and still is，very popular 
with both Chinese and Americans. 
One fan painting is by an artist 
who was trained in Paris in the 
1920s，although it is _ traditional in 
appearance. "Birds and Bamboo，” by 
Lin Feng-ming's (1900-  ) is built 
up with pale color washes on one 
side with the other showing calli- 
graphy in a running-regular Script. 
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Chang developed an appreciation 
for art as 3a child. He was born in 
1890 in the port city of Chefoo， 
Shandong，a time when the Japanese 
had defeated China in the Sino- 
Japanese war and had forced her to 
Iake concessions. 

By the time he entered Harvard 
University ,by winning a competi- 
tive Scholarship，the Boxer Rebel- 


lion had forced the Chinese govern- 
ment to. coOmpensate Imore foreign 
countries for damages. 

When he finished his undergradu- 
ate degree，the Ch'ing dynasty had 
fallen and Dr Sun Yat-sen had 
founded the Chinese Republic，By 
1917 ,when Chang，after completing 
a law degree at Harvard University， 
Teturned to China， Chinese were 
experiencing famines and extreme 
Unrest as Sun Yat-Sen's Kuomintang 
government in Canton tried to gain 
Control of the country. 

Chang Served as president of 
Communications University ip- Beij- 
ing from 1923-2$ and director- 
general of the Customs Administra- 
tion from 1927-32. 


Three years after the Commiunist 
Revolutioft in 1949，Chang brought 
his family and his art collection to 
San Francisco，where his wife and 


two of his three children still live. 


He was forced to _ leave almost 
everything else in China. 


PRIZE PAINTING 


One of the prize Paintings on 
display at the Chinese Culture 
Center is "Black Peony” by Hsiao 
Chun-hsien (18S6-1949)，a_ prominent 
landscape painter who was Chang's 
painting teacher. The ink washes 
are delicate and it is rare to see 
colorful peonies painted only in 
black ink. 

Rhoda Chang said，"MYy father 
told me he had seen it in an exhi- 
bition and told his teacher that he 
had to have it， When he finally 
persuaded him to sell，Hsiao said， 
All right Ko-aP or “cut for love." 

She continued,"Most of the works 
in his collection were commisioned 
from artists。 Because many calli- 
graphers and painters Were Scholars 
and had often been afficials serv- 
ing the emperor，they disdained 
selling their art，but after the fall 
of the Ch'ing dynasty，many of 
them were _ left without office or 
Position because they refused to 
serve Under the Republie. 

"Ihe Manchu princes also 1lost 
their privileged palace livelihood 
and had to Support themselves、Onut
